ciologist did| not prevent) him from being 
unju’t to wamen. 

In the October issue ef the American 
Magazine, Prof. Thomas has an article en- 
titled ‘“‘ The Adventitious Character of Wom- 
an.” in which he handles! the fair sex with- 
out gloves and points out the origin and 
cause of what are generally considered their 
foibles. weaknesses, and blandishments. 

“There is @ basis of truth,’ he says, * in 
Pope's hard jsaying that ‘women have no 
characters atall.” Becauge their problem is 
not to accommodate themselves to the solid 
realities of the world of| experience and 
sense, but to adjust themselves to the per- 
sonality of mén, it is not syrprising that they 
should assume protean shapes.”’ 

He points out that primitive woman was 
practically aislave and beast of burden, but 
with hte growth of civilization she gained 
control over man by coquetry. 


Man Hasy Mark for Woman, 


‘* Moreover!” he asserts, “‘ mari is so af- 
fected by“thé charms of woman and offers 
so easy @ mark for her machinations as to 
invite exploitation. Having been evyolyed 
largely through the stimulus of the female 
presence, he continues’ to be more profaundly 
affected by her presence and pehavior than 
by any other stimulus whatever, unless it be 
the various forms of combat From Sam- 
son and Odysseus down, |history and story 
recognize the ease and frequency with which 
a woman makes a fool of a man.”

Two persons are dead, two others near death, , 
and three are ipjured as the result of a des- 
perate battle in the Ozarks | near Prestonia, 
Ark., today between a sheriff's posse and 
Jdbn Roberts and his wife.

During the tenth consecutive hour of eye 
straining, nerye racking work, Lester Boldt, 
a switchman gn the Northwestern Elevated 
road, last va pulled a lever a minute too 
soon and partly blockaded the entire system 
for three hours.

Telephone Exchange, Postoffice, 
and Department Store Burn. 


WIRE: TALK IS INTERRUPTED

PARIS, Sept. 21, Ba. m.—Fire destroyed the 
Central Telephone building and the post- 
office last night, entailing a loss estimated at 
$5,000,000, This Gamage will be added to 
through the interruption of all telephonic 
communication in the center of Paris, as well 
as with the provinces and foreign countries. 

The telephone building was comparativaly 
new and was fitted with the costly new ceén- 
tral battery system.

WAR IDEA IS SCOUTED. 


Remarkable Demonstration 
Fraternity of Workmen 
of Two Nations.

BERLIN, Bept. 20.-There wag @ remarka- 
ble demonstration today of-the fraternity of 
English and German socialista and trades 
unionists. It eclipsed anything of the kind 
ever seen in Berlin. ; 

Pnglish labor members of parliantent at- 
tending the interpariiamentary union con- 
gress were guésts of and presented addresses 
to two huge gatherings of socialists and 
trades unionists, an@ the liberal trades 
unionists, whd for political reasons refused 
to amalgamate in a joint demonstration. 
The scenes of amity and enthusiasm at both 
meetings were extraordinary. 

The socialist gathering was ¢onsillerably 
larger thah thé one held by the trades union- 
ists. The fact that the government thought 
it necessary to order the police with swords 
to attend the meetings did not chiil the fervor 
of those present in the least. 


Protest Against Distrust of Nations. 
When the members of tite parliament en- 
tered the New World beer garden they were 
greeted with cheers by 5,000 German workers, 
which were echoed by thousands more as- 
sembled outside the garden. 

The avowed) object of the visitors was to 
protest to their Teutonic co-workers against 
the bellicose indictmients ‘of mutual hatred 
of Germany and Great Britain, for which a 
section of the) press of bath cotrntries is re- 
sponsible. Fred Maddison, radical member of 
parliament fdr Burnley,’ and a prominent 
trades unionist, presented an address on’ be. 
balf of British workmen; signed by forty- 
eight members of parliament and more than 
3,000 trades union officials, 

The address embodied a protest against 
the talk. of trouble | between Germany and 
England, and put forth'a claim that the 
Anglo-French entente was due to the efforts 
of workingmen. 


Anglo-German Entente Wanted. 
It also invited Gérman workmen to co- 
operate with their English brethren ia found- 


same time obtain a reduction in the construc- 
tion of costly armaments. 

Mr. Maddison, in supporting the address, 
pledged the English workmen to untiring 
efforts to getia settlement of interpationa!

Milwaukee Sends Aid to Village in the 
Region of Blazes. 


Rhinelander, Wis., Gept. 20,.—[Special. }— 
Fearing the fate that befell Gagen and Wood- 
boro, which were destroyed by forest fires 
today, the mayor of Rhinelander tonight re- 
quested Milwaukee to send a fire engine to 
protect the city. 

Word has been received that an engine 
and half a mile of hose and a truck are on 
the way on a special train, but it now is be- 
lieved they will not be needed as the wind 
has shifted. 

The fire started in the woods this morn- 
ing and quickly reached Gagen and Wood- 
bore. Men, women, and children fought val- 
lantly to save their homes, but without avail. 


' 4,000 Persons Made Homeless. 
»Gagen and Woodboro each had about 2,000 
residents and hearly all are homeless. 
Burned out of their homes, the people began 
fleeing from the fire, which grew more dan- 
gérous with each minute.” Women carrying 
children in their anms and menand boys with 
packs on their backs ran toward Rhinelander, 
many falling prostrate in the heat, only to be 
helped on by the stronger refugees. 

Nearly all of those burned out at Gagen 
reachea Rhinelander tonight and are being 
cared for. But few of the Woodboro people 
are here andit is not known what has become 
of all of them. 


Wind Change Saves Rhinelander. 

The fire is a fresh wne and not a continua- 
thon of the fires which did so much damage 
last week, 

when the blage started the wind was from 
the west and it was feared Rhinelander, with 
its homes for 7,000 persons, was doomed , 
but a change in the direetion of the wind 
probably has saved the city. 

The mayor and members-of the city coun- 
cil got together when the danger seemed 
greatest and decided to ask Milwaukee for 
aid. At that time it was believed nothing 

could save Rhinelander from the fire. 

Nothing Left of Gagen. 

The towns of Gagenm and Woodboro are on 
the Soo railway. Reports from the refugees 
who came to this city say nothing Is left of 
Gagen. 

Citigens have decided to ask Gov. David- 
son to order out the state militia to assist in 
fighting the flames, which, because of the 
dry condition of the woods in this neighbor- 
hood, threaten to destroy the forests. 

It is feared the wind may again shift and 
the mayor and chief of police believe the 


Hundreds of men have gone out from this 
city to fight the flames, but reports received 
from those who are returning tonight say 
they have made little progress in their battie 
against the fire.

The Russian government ‘was power- 
less to stay the march of Asiatic cholera 
from the Volga to St. Petersburg, It 
seems to be unable to check jthe ravages 
of the disease in that city. t There} is a 
rapid increase in the number of deaths, 
and while at first they werd all in dis- 
tricts inhabited by the poorer’ classeg, the 
disease has now spread beyond them. 
It has reached the barracks of the sgol- 
diers, and hundreds of them are down. 

Several weeks ago, when the first, sus- 
picious cases were reported, the go¥ern- 
ment officials, aware that polluted water 
is the carrier of the disease;® attempted 
to furnish a supply of pure water for the 
industrial population of the rity. it is

“The manner in which ice is handled by 
men who deliver it and later by restaurant, 
hotel, saloon men, and ‘servants constitutes 
a grav er danger than it appears to be at first 
thought,” said Dr. C. H. Hughes today. 
‘The sidewalks of all cities are receptacles 
of myriads of disease’ germs. principally 
thdse of tuberculogis. ‘The germs of'this and 
other diseases are borne in the flying dust 
and settle on the sidewalks. A piete of ice 
dragged several feet through the {filth on 
the walk is likely to ¢arry disease to the 
places where it is taken. | 
‘During the last month the drought has 
caused a dust danger of disease infection 
appalling. Floating dust has settled on ex- 
posed food. Bread and pastry and cakes, 
comfectionery, butter and cheese, im fact al- 
mogt everything we eat except that sealed, 
continually has been subjected to infection.

‘The Devil” is a fascinating play in the 
same sense that a daring story artistically 
told furnishes a fascinating book, and its 
baser influences are trebly intensified be- 
cause the acted drama is Such a book reduced 
to two syllable words and brought within the 
understanding of minde that are immature 
and impressionable. | 
That the central character of this sensa- 
tional play does in fact represent the visual- 
ized conscience, the personified impulse; the 
ever present tempter who has to be fought 
back in the lives of every normal human 
being, is plain to the elect and the thoughtful 
—but will it reach the prowling youth In his 
early 20s, or the romantic maidem looking out 
at the world through rose glassés? Will it 
appeal as such to the unhappy wife who is 
young and resentful or the husband whio is 
world wise and wicked at 30 and world worn 
and reckless at 45? And of what is the 
theater going public made pp if not of thése?

The attitude of every audience;with which 
we have sat through performances of this 
play bas been to follow the traditional cus- 
tom and applaud the unhappy lovers. And if 
not to applaud, then to listen sympatheti- 
cally to the story of their separation and 
laugh slyly or openly at their success when 
Satan at last eliminates the husband and 
throws the guilty pair into each other’s arms. 

The sympathy of the play is so placed that 
this attitude is practically inevitable. The 
story of the unsatisfactory marriage of the 
woman and the blasting of the honest love 
of the poor youth who adored her is told be- 
fore: the devil makes his appearance, and his 
crafty scheming thereafter, in the mind of 
the listener, is working toward a delayed re- 
ward for the unfortunates. Therefore, when 
he leaves them happy in the consummation of 
their desires not a tenth of the spectators 
argue that he is harvesting souls, and that 
they are taking thelr first step toward the 
purgatory that yawns for them, but conclude 
rather that they shall continue to live happily 
sinful ever after. And any play as utterly 
unmora! as this cannot be classed as safe 
and helpful drama.

It is good to see Henry Dixey again toy- 
ing with a role that is worthy the art he 
might have lived to glorify had he €o elected. 
Toying, did we say? Yes, for Dixey is so keen 
a master of acting, by nature as well as 
training, that characters that would be com- 
plex to the ordinary player are simple al- 
phebetical. forms to him. His dress suit 
Satan is devilishly clever, alert, impressive, 
dominating.

INDIAN CUCUMBER PICKLE,Into’ a 
large stone jar put two ounces of mustard, 
two ounces of curry powder, one ounce of 
garlic, one dunce of ‘turmeric, and one dram 
of cayenne pepper, also two ouncés of salt. 
Add gradually to this two quarts of cider 
vinegar, and just ag many small cacumbers 
into the jar|as this Hquid will cover.

GERMAN SWEET PICKLE.—Take three 
dozen cucumbers of medium size, one pint 
of string beans, two cauliflowers,; and one 
pfht of pearl onions, Put all these in brine 
for several days, then soak in vinegar and 
water for aiday ortwo. Cut the cucumbers 
lengthwise, the beans in half and the caylt- 
flowers in sections, discarding all the green 
leaves. Cover these with fresh grape leaves 
and add a little alum and put over the fire 
for a few minutes to green them.

First Feat in 1905. 

Something over three years ago—on Sept. 
6, 1905, to be exact—Smith pitched his first 
no hit game in real society. At that time 
Detroit was his victim, and his slab opponent 
wae far less worthy, being the nearly for- 
gotten Mr. Wiggs. On-that date Smith al- 
lowed three men to reach first base on him, 
anc passed all three of them himself. Being 
given erroriless Support none of the three 
Tigers went beyond first, but on that former 
occasion such pitching was not compulsory 
on Smith's part,“as the Sox won by a large 
score, while yesterday the Pittsburger had 
to do it to beat Plank. 

By thie feat Smith wrote his plebeian pat- 
ronymic in the peerage of the pitching world, 
placing it right under that of the veteran 

“Cy” Young, the only other American 
league hurler who has pitched two no nit 
games im the history of that organization, 
and on a level with the naae of Christy 
Mathewson, the only National league pitcher 
now in the game who has two such per- 
formances to his credit. 

In ali the history of baseball there are 
‘only three other major league pitchers with 
@apilar records. Those are Corcoran, the old White 
Sox star, who pitched three no hit games during his 
career, and Galvin of Buffalo, and Richmond of 
Worcester, each of whom recorded two feats of 
the kind to his renown: But those three old timers 
were pitching in the days when the twirler was 
much closer to the batsman than he is today, and 
when the old pitcher's *‘ box ’’—by which name 
the slab still is constantly miscalied—gave the 
twirler far greater freedom in the matter of de- 
livering the bal! than is the case today.
